It may be that it wuld be wise to undertake a nigh-level approach

According to an acreemont with us and with the State 
Department at our recent meetings, Crusade for Freedom will bank 
heavily this year on donations fron corporationse They cave now 
discovered that these corporations rcly to a vreat extent on the 
National Information Burcau's acvice. Several corporations have 
indicated thus, according to their practice, they cannot give to 
the Crusade unless it has the tlessing of the Fureau, and you will 
note in Attachment 2 that one such comeoration -- Barnes Nanufactur- 
ing Company of Mansfield, Shio = has written to the Crusade citing 


its doubt. 


2. Meantime, members of the Crusade Sava nad conversations 
with De. vaul keed, Fxecutive Cirector of tne National Informatioa 
Bureau (see Attaciument 3) and he tas insisted that ne cannot report 
that the Crusade ia3 cat the basic stendards in pirtlanthropy until 
hig Standards 7 and & are met. Tuese are the suilication of an 
annual, audit and of a detaiied annual budget, the prime rejuirement 
being the disclosure of totals. 


3. You may want to read tiuls Attachment 3 with care but I 
cannot myself see any manner in wiici we can meet these standards.

HORVAT, Pavle 


Pavle Horvat is of Slovenian oririn, atout 50 years old and was 
born in the Prlekija district near the Huncarian border (formerly a ὁ 
part of the Austro-Hunyarian monarchy). 


Horvat became known durin: the thirties throush his numerous 
manifestos and rosters by which he attempted to organize his own 2 
political movement. This "moverent™ was labeled various names at 
different times, At one time it was sincly referred to as a “peasant 
movement,” at another time as the "Slovenia Section of the Croatian 
Peasant Party," and still later as an “inderendent Slovenian peasant 
riovement.” He never had, however, any follewing and never set up his 
own electoral lists, On the other hand, it is true, that the Croat 
Peasant Party of Dr. “acek considered him as one of its trustees in 


Slovenia for a short period. 


He earned his living as a farmer. He also had a small village 
--rocery shop and occucied himself in his district with "interventions ,*® 
that is, performing all types of secretarial services for the peasants 
of the area, A.ong other thincs, he undertook to organize the 
transportation of the seasonal. workers who went to France and 
Germany during the harvestins months, He had difficulties with the 
home authorities and police in this respect and had to apvear before 
the courts on a number of occasions, . 


At the beginning of the war he fled to ζαρσϑὺ, Croatia, at that 
time the Independent Croat State (Nazi purpet recime) of Dr. Pavelic. 
There he set uv a smal] office for the relief of Slovenian refugees 
but it never reached any large rroportions. He was not connected 
with the Refugee Committee which handled the main relief work (Cne 
source rointed out that the mere fact that he was able to establish 
an office and function i:. Zagreb during the period meant that he was 
at least passively acceptable to the Nazi regimes 


As far back as 1935 he is !mown to heve misrepresented himself 
as ἃ “peasant leader," 


After the war Pavle Horvat fled to Austria where he a-ain claimed 
to be a Slovenian peasant leader and atterpted to whip up propaganda 
for the creation of a srecial "peasant group,” among the Slovenian 
refuzees; he failed comrletely. He vas uncble to find followers in 
a single cazp to forn such a group, and the refugees refused to attend 
his meetings. In addition he is known to have boasted that he was 
acting on behalf of Kr. hacek and the International Peasant Union, 
thoush he was mancated by neither. Ths Allied authorities wers 
finally forced to intervene ard brin; a stop to his activities since 
they were causing discontent among the refugees and disorders in the

Several Slovenian and Croatian newspapers in this 
country have received articles (which he wrote himself) glorifying 

hig past and present activities, None of them, so far, have taken any 

notice of these articles with the excertion of the Croat separatist 

(pro-ustashi) paper, "DA!TCA," published in Chicaro. Supposedly 

Dr. «acek was highly amused on reading the article describing the 

great “Slovene peasant leader." 


Nobody in Slovenia in pre-war days would have considered Favel 
Horvat as a person to be taken seriously in public life. He is 
considered by a number of sources a political impostor and 88 
personally unethical, Neither the Internctional Peasant Union for 
Europe, of which he claimed to te president, nor the Denocratic 
Slovenes, of which he is a repres ntative, is considered a levitimate 
organization, The Director of the Fund's Yugoslavian Research and 
Informaticn Desk was the editor of a daily paper in Slovenian for 
eleven years before the war, He never met iiorvath, seldom heard of

1. For quite some time the etaf{ ofiicers of this division concerned

of adequate coordination between our ow activities and those of the Ἕ

@ The difficulty lies not only in the communication system between 
Orc and NCFE, which dees not always tranamit, st exactly the right time, 
the right ideas from cone organisation to the proper individuals at the 
right level ἢ the other, Althowch ve hava maintained very. close sontact 
' both informally and through formal channels, only too often we have not 
been in a position to learn why NC°C staff officers have made a given decis~ 
fon in regard to some emigre orginisation in which we had an interest; and Y 
on the other hand, our desirea and needa have not always been fully under- - 
stood or accepted in New York. Again, it has happened that we were 
ignorant of developments that closely affected ovr operations until it 
was too late for us to maxe o.r influence felt, and, correspondingly, 
- it must be admitted that we have ourselves pushed ahead with courses of 
action without adequately briefing the NCFL, Tne most extreme cage in 
point known to us concerns the Rumanian enigration, where we and NCFE 
are now pursuing conflicting policies. ihe upshot of this has been the 
gradual development of a situation wherein OrC is supporting an organisa- 
tion, the NCr., which isnot fully responsive to it. 


3. This situation is not regarded by us as reflecting any fundamental ; 
inadequacy in NCFc, or as presenting any insoluable difficulty. There j 
exists a problem in staff interrelationship which can and should be 
resolved by ἃ reform in our organisational ap-roach, The goal toward which 
we believe we should work igs one where OrC communication with NCIE would 
ve channelled directly along a single high-level line which wo-ld firmly ;

concerning personnel and activities of the CIC. 
2o Through th courtesy of a-friendly U. Se agency, we have

by the Czech intelligence service, I am attaching a copy of the list 
of such targets ani you will note that the activities of this individual 
clearly reflect, the interest of.

Similar activities were 
pursued by Hungarians, Fulgartans, and Poles until the futility of pere 
mitting the exile Councils to control the destiny and broadcasting 
policies of RFE was made clear beyond refutation.

I may add that General Hennyey's visa will expire on the 2ist of this 
month, and he alse will lose his rights owins to the expiration of the 
Displaced Persons Act in the near futire should he not be able to enizrate

INTRODUCTORY HISTORY 


A. Formative Stage 
At its incuption, the National Committee for a Frea Europe 
beliewel that its [ron Curtain broadcasting operation, Radlo Free 
Europa, could and should be developed and pursued through the medlus 


of "Kational Councils” or "Committees of Liberation” composed of 


exile grovrs from the target countries. It was considered that 


prominess exile leaders and porsonalities of each n*tionality group 


could express to their oaptive countrymen, entirely without American 
advice asd guidance, the message af hope whieh NCFS proposed to sande 


This cascept was not fulfilled. Experience in attempting to weld 9 


Ween on oot 


talented, dedicated group of exiles into a non-partisan broadcasting 
operation early demonstrated that without Gar iann control tre mission 
of RFS would ba lost in the jungle of exile»eworld politicos, It soon 
became evidunt that the leadership among the exiles was neither suffie 
clently stroag nor personally willing to rise above the political cross 
currests, factional rivalries, ant splintereyrou, weaknesses charactere 


fatieally reminiscent of the political affairs of ali Esstern Buro pean 


countries. fnose factors militated against the original plan of permitting

Since tho advert of KFE was the most important development

once more they could conten? for place and power. 


Selection of personnel for the purpose.at hand quickly became 
a political football of rivel leaders, personalities, and groups.

views. Sponsorship of their own adherents 65 RFE employees through whom

such views would be broaccart to their captive countrymen becane the 
pattern of their pseudo covperation. This petvern was followed to such 
an extent thet ordinary progress and sengizle development of our basic 
purpose of truly free orosdeaste under oxile con.rol soon appeared to 
be not only impracticable, but dangerous. For exemple, tho National 
Couacils Division attempted to inaugurate troedcasts to Crechoslovakia 
under che eusploes of a Czechoslovak National Council. The Council was 
and is made up of exile persoralities of differing political views and 
parties. Its factions preceeded to engage in endless disputes and ire 
recencilatle ¢laims for ecntrol of seript preduction and program ecntent. 
Stovak "Sepamatiata™ arguing for the total indepentence of Slovakia

gough® that objective, while Czechs desired opposite views to be aired 
and adeyceted the rebirth of pre=war Czechoslovakia. Each group sponsored 
and insisted upon employment of its own more or lesa qualified adherents 


upoo tre sesumption that its special wiews would be thereby expressed

te the eaptive Czochoslovak audience of RFE. 


Similar activities wore 
pursued by Hungarians, Bulgarians, and Poles until the futility of per- 
witting the exile Counoila to control the destiny and broaduasting 
policies of RFE was made clear beyond refutation. It became tragioally 


ebvious thet uncontrolled exile-rerid Couneils and profussional poli 


&icians could not agree on personrel selection or program content. 


In apite of every effort to induce harmony in and obtain proper 


eocperation from the ®Counsils", “Committees”, and individuale, RFE was 


gonfrested with an impasse. The alternative theory and present policy 
of Awerican sclection of non-political exile personnel was the only way... 
oute It has worked. Technically qualified personnel produce properly 
eriented programs =- and have been doing so with documented success 
aince July, 1950. Disappointed exile politicians, professional exile 


eacp follewers, disturbed American special pleadera, and alarmed Gomnuniat 


agents all scream, snipe and snivel τῷ but RFE programs oro doing the job. 


NCFE-RFE records of this stage oan be supplied by Frederic R, 
Delbeare, Vico-President, Natioral Councils Division, and Robert E. Lang, 


Director, EFE. The current policy has the complete endorsement of these 


officers and of the Board of Directors of NCFE.

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Development Stage 


Upon the collapse of the original concept of broadcasting undor 
exile auspices, RFZ necessarily utilized somo exile personne! endorsed 


and recommended by the lesders of the various nationality groups. As 


technical radio facilities came inty being, exiles with radio background 
or writing talent were requlrod for the production of progran se This .

for the fact that such individuals might bs persona non grata with one 


er another political faction or lesder of an exile "Council". It also 


involved elimination of proven inefficient, inept or unworthy individuals 


without regard for their exile “Council” sponsorship. in either instance 


eriticism of RFE was predicteble and indeed was alwnys forthcoming -= 


often in virulent and dishcaczt form. 


Tho day to dey operation of RFZ developed new techniques and 


long range plana which sade it impossible to euploy non-entities of no 


politioxt color or conviction, Ths best people to produce prograns in 


harmony with NCFE“RFE pursoses and policies necessarily were persons 
known in their own countrisce for their views on domostio political ας 
fairs and their antieComnunist activities. Lardehitting propaganda 
reguired hard-hitting personalities woss know: association with RPE 
and its programs would add walidity and significance for our captive 
audiences. Gradually, therefore, the nationality desks of RFE at Kew 


York and Munich wero staffed with teated, qualified exilea who had been 
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Adentifiod publicly with domestic politioal philosophies at Losue in 
their own countriese Many, in fect, most of the staff people are con= 


, 


troversial figures among thelr own countrymen in oxactly the samo way 
that prominent Americana are controvoraial in our political arena. Many 
indeed ore members of eg Couselin, but ure mon of suffiotent stature 

to give thelr primary allegiance to the non-partisan policy of RFE. The 


“decisive factor 18 thut tinrs be no controversy or quastion about their 


antL-Comuunist convictions aad records. 


At this point, 16 must be noted that our target countries have 


bean aubjest to ropotitive political ferment prior to and following 


World Wer II, as well as the successive occupations of Nazi and Communist 
Armless. 


The tampor of the times, therefore, in which these exiles have 


lived for the past fifteen years has been one of excitement, bitterness, 
vecpiniuations rivalries, and personal turmoil “ὦ all stemming from both 
domestic and foreign struggles for power. The times have produced a 
bumper crop of refugee traitors, collaborators, and opportunists and at 
the mer time have developed pure Hestera style democrats, true national 
patriots, and unselfisi honest men. Tho exile who stood by placidly 
through the era is not much good, howevor talented, as a militant messen= 
gor of hope via RFR; exiles who were honorably active in public affairs 


at home, and who had radio talont were, therefore, the only kind of 


personnel suituble for RFE purposes. 


As the necessity for d4merican operational control of nationality 


desks became self-evident, tie only feasible personnel policy was te

In the exvoution of this pollesy individuals who were useless’ were 
éliminated without regard for political sponsor. This process still 
goes on. Similarly, talentad sxile personalities recruited from any 
source wore employed whorover neodod.

Both processes are in vogue with a healthy disregard for exlle political 
nuances and protests. Noltnor process 18 satisfactory to self=styled 
exile leaders since it follows that tne appointment of an individual 
sponsored by one faction as ἃ ropresentative of its views, inevitably 
will evoke howls of ruge and ceiticlam from the opposite faction. This 


is an accepted fact of exile life. We have to live with it and gat on 


with the job. 


Summary 


Our formative and development experfences evolved the present 


and continuing exile personnel policies of KFZ. Exile desk employees, 


whether at New York or Munich, must respond to three teats; 


(a) Security clearance, 

(Ὁ) Endorsement of technical profictency, 

(c) Sufficient stuture to eliminate exile partisan 
interests from program content.

CRITERIA AND METHODS OF PERSONYEL SELECTION 


Recruitment -- General Principles 


The best source of exile personne! is referral by “non- 


profeasional® exiles themselves. dong 8}} natienalitios there are 


- ᾷ ὦ 
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many talented refugees who need employment and who can supply RFS's 
neeli for script writers, actors, announcers, etc. Accordingly, desk 
staffing has been accomplished by examining the qualifications of duly 
recusnonded individuals, whethor the recomzendations come from political 
personalities or otherwise. Selection is based on tho ability of the 
individual to fill a need ΜΝ in turning out or participating 
in planned programs. Recruitment Ls determined only by ideological 
security, independence of exile politics, and personal ability. This 
is not to say that many individual exiles naving decided personal con= 
victions and well-known political records are not employed, but a 
positive statement is made that those exile employees who now produse 
RFE programs reflect the policies and guidance of RFE rather than proo 


~ 


motion of partisan objectives and personalities. 


B. Recruitment “ὦ Detailed Procedures 


The personnel complement of each RFE nationality desk is 
i founded on a hard core of dependable individuals, usually two or three 
people, including the chief of the desk. "Dependability" is established 
by exhaustive inguiry at all available sources to establish the desir- 
ability, reliability, technical proficiency and security of the working 
core of the desk. Sources usad ares

\ : (0) Exile references of high standing and known im- 
partiality in the United States and Overseas, 
(6) Overseas contacts and personal knowledge of our 
American representative in Europe.

These tests having been applied, confidence is placed in these 
daitial personalities, and particularly in the Desk Chief, to cafry 
forward recruitment of additional personnel as asuted in collaboration 
with the American Director of RFE (Robert E. tava: New York ), and his 
asaoclate officials. The leading personalities of each desk know what 
18 expected of them and since they respond to the established oriteria, 
tne resulting full personnel complement is a group of exiles who, note 
with standing their porsonal political views, are suitable and capadle 


prograg production people. They meet our basic requirement of daily ? 


production of truly free and properly constructed propaganda broadcasts 


' eazpable of avnkine tha widest possible audience response in our target 


countries. 


In brief, the mission of RFE being conceived as a marketing 


problen, the best available salesmen are procured, trained, and utilised 


to sell tne market. 


Recruitment = Special Security Meusures 


Since RFE, although 8 private enterprise, is by extension a 
ecllateral instrument of American national policy, special precaution 
is exercised to insure the ideological security of all employees, in= 


eiuding exiles. In the case of exile personnel specifically, the

additional approval of the Personnel Direotor of NCFE is required before 
employment, either at New York or Munich.

The Personnel Director of ΝΟΡῸ utilizes appropriate and de= 
pondable sources of informstion to determine the acceptability of 
personnel from a seourity standpoint. His sources are investigative in 
nature Ἐξ τ κέ conclusive as to the ideological record and security 
acceptability of the proposed employee. In doubtful casda the Personnel 
Director consulta with the Vice-President in Charge of the National 
Councils Division and with the Director of Radio Frea Europe. These 
three officers of NCFE jointly follow a policy of rejecting candidates 
about whom there 18 the slightsst doubt. It is to be clearly understood 
that in making decisions of this kind the conflicting interests and 


frantic representations of politically minded exile leaders and groups 


are ignored. Acceptance or rejection of candidates is wholly based on 


ideclogical security and talant value.

The manual sets forth in minuto dotat) the 
position and policy of RFE on every topic beamed to our target countries, 
The oanual in the daily guidance of all employees, both American and 
Exiles doviation from its rules 45 not permitted. Continuous scrutiny 
of nanuscripts and resultant broadcasts is m@intuined by American em- 


ployoos to insure that there are no deviations.

Δ. On at least four occasions Mr. William Scripps, Detroit News, 
directly or imiirectly has approached the Government with proposals for 
utilization of balloone for psychological warfare.

δ. 12 October 1950 ~ Letter from General Ἐς J. Donovan to DCI 
enclosing "Operation Ballast.” ‘On 1 November 1950 Killiam H, Jackaon

wubsequent meoting with Donovan to discuss this and other matters, 


be In November 1950 as we were undertaking planuing for develop~ 
ment of balloons with General Mille, we were informed that Mr. Scrippe 
planned a general meeting to be held in Washington to discuss balloona, 
Through the Genoral Mills Washington Representative Nr. Soripps was 
persuaded to keep his meeting general and was informed that the various 
agencies of the Government had the matter under consideration and 
considered that it would not be in the public interest at this time 
to disclose the nature of thelr findings, Consequently, Mr. Scripps 
forwarded us on 1 December 1950 a proposal "The Use of Free Balloons 
for Load Carrying Purposes" which we acknowledged on 11 December 1950, 


δ. On December 26, 1950 General Snith received a letter from 
Blair Moody summarizing a suggestion from Mr. William Scripps for 
encouraging defection of Chinese Communist troops, A routine response 
to his letter waa sent 6 January 1951 frem Mr. Jackson. J believe 
also Mr. Moody called upon the Direoctor in early February of 1951 to 
discuss use of balloons for psychological warfare. ADFC addressed a 
briefing memorandum to DCI on 12 February 1951, Subj: Balloons for 
Carrying PW Material to Soviet Areas. 


2. In Septembor 1950 the NPSB requested that Cla should represent all
